CHRISTMAS SEALS 


It is at this time of year that Kotarians take up their 
annual work of selling Christmas seals for the control and 
prevention of tuberculosis. The money realized from the 
sale of Christmas seals brings definite returns to this dis¬ 
trict. Each year the Health Unit and Provincial Depart¬ 
ment of Health are aided in their observation of suspected 
cases of tuberculosis, through the X ray examinations 
conducted at the local hospital. The X ray films are ex¬ 
pensive, and are provided through the sale of the Christ¬ 
mas seals by the local Rotary Club. 

L 

The work of the Health Unit, in checking closely the 
first indication of tubercular trouble amongst the people 
of the district is a particularly valuable phase of Unit 
services. The Rotarian contribution by way of the X ray 
films, goes a step farther, in giving accurate information 
of the stage of development. These cases include all ad¬ 
ults and all children that suggest any suspicion of T.B 
tendency. Last year sixty individuals from this area were 
X-rayed. In many instances the cases were in the embryo 
stage responding well to home treatment, thus saving the 
expense and possible tragedy of delayed discovery and 
treatment. Under ordinary conditions also, the X-ray ex¬ 
amination would cost the patient $15.00, but through the 
purchase of the films by the Rotarian sale of Christmas 
seals, augmenting the service of the Health Unit, the ex¬ 
amination was absolutely free. 

In seeking the support of the general public in the pur¬ 
chase of seals, the Rotary Club is raising a fund of vital 
importance to the district. It assumes a share in safeguard 
ing the public health—particularly youthful health, and 
the ultimate result will be a more vigorous future citi¬ 
zenship. 


BOB EDWARDS 


An event which has been too long delayed, has been a 
“Bob Edwards” celebration held in Calgary under the aus¬ 
pices of the Board of Trade. D. E. Cameron, librarian of 
the University of Alberta, was the speaker on this occas¬ 
ion, recalling many of Bob Edwards’ stimulating com¬ 
ments and suggesting a wide field for his type of journal¬ 
ism in the modern scene. 

High River is linked up with the late Bob Edwards’ fluc¬ 
tuating career in the fact that he launched the first High 
River newspaper. He startled the public of that time by 
announcing in his first issue that he would publish every 
week—circumstances permitting—a strictly moral journal 
for $1.50 a year. If the public preferred an immoral 
weekly, he was prepared to meet the demand, but the 
price would be $2.60 a year. Just what the wishes of the 
then settlers of High River were has never been put down 
iiij black and white, but there must have been conflicting de 
mands, because his family journal buist out at times in¬ 
to comments, which though not immoral, were at least de¬ 
cidedly robust, and unorthodox. HSThust have fluttered the 
town on more than one occasion, and ere many months had 
passed he moved on to spheres wider, if not more tolerant. 

■Bob Edwards was unique. He combined a fearlessness 
and independence almost unknown in the journalistic 
world, with a wit that has passed with his passing. His 
keenest darts were reserved for all forms of hypocriscy, 
and he tore asunder the veils which cloaked the power of 
the mighty. He resented humbug in any form, and the 
shrewdness and originality of his pen presented thaf hum¬ 
bug in such a way as to make the object of his attack su¬ 
premely ridiculous. Any exploitation challenged his atten 
lion, and he responded with all his heart to the call of the 
unimportant and the unfortunate. Needless to say his foes 
were legion; he was forever on the move and always in¬ 
volved in claims for damages. Not having any resources, 
these claims gave him little' concern. 

It' was high time that some little tribute wai paid to 
the memory of Bob Edwards. Ik is doubtful if w* in A1 
berta will ever look upon his like again. He had \a great 
gift and he used it in his own way, not for uplift h/it medi 
cinally. The good that he did, far outweighed^Ahe shock 
of his cavortings. 

Prof. Cameron, in paying tribute to him, said that we 
needed such a man today, to preserve our balance and 
keep alive our declining sense of humor. “We pay a ter¬ 
ribly heavy price because of our inability to get above the 
seriousness of present day conditions. The West is too 
serious, carrying a tremendous burden of repressions and 
inhibitions. There are more subjects that you daren’t make 
a joke about here than any place I know.” So said the 
speaker. * 

This charge seems true. Unquestionably we have many 
good, substantial sources of worry, but in our imfivi ual 
lives we contrive to' vex ourselves and others ab'-ut ex- 
t. finely unimportant matters. We swither and fuss on 
many occasions when we might be laughing. If Bob Ed¬ 
wards were alive, he would be pricking the balloons of 
many of our pet woes, exposing the futility of fretting 
giving us'a cheerful side of the picture. At the same tinn 
he would be hitting with unfaltering aim at many root 
causes of our troubles. He was a great man for placing 
responsibility where it belonged. 


almost unlimited future. If followed up sincerely, these 
can play a great part in bringing about the cherished ideal 
of the brotherhood of man. 

All fraternities which have endured, have apparently 
betoV based on ideals. Whether these ideals are consistent¬ 
ly ttwed up to is another matter. TTiey rest their appeal 
upon the highest aspirations which lie in the hearts of 
men.and which should develop finer lives. 

One characteristic common to most groups, both youth¬ 
ful and adult, male and female, is the “building up” pro¬ 
cess. A certain discrimination in membership builds up 
the individual feeling of selection. The fact that all ga¬ 
thered within the confines of the group are dedicated to 
high ideals bolsters the feeling of self-respect. The occas¬ 
ional visiting official comes along to stimulate that com¬ 
fortable atmosphere with kind words, and altogether the 
feeling of responsibility and respectability, and the desire 
to maintain these qualities is built up by steady treatment. 
It sounds somewhat smugger than it actually works out. 
Almost all organizations of this nature have a basic re¬ 
quirement of character and offer every incentive toward 
its maintenance. The little touch of uniforms and slogans 
also makes a superficially attractive appeal. 

One often wonders whether or not a brothefnood dedi¬ 
cated to self-examination and fraternal criticism would 
flourish and wax great. If it were founded on the belief 
that all members were very ordinary, common place men, 
with a great many mean little faults, which they would 
try to correct, under the kind advice of fellow members— 
would such a fraternity roll up a big membership? Would 
it raise the standard of character? Do human virtues 
flourish more luxuriantly under praise, or under criticism? 


YOUTH INTERNATIONALLY 


FRATERNITIES FLOURISH 


Occasionally one hears the assertion that tha day of 
ledges and secret societies is passing, that the original 
■ editions under which some of these groups came into be¬ 
ing have passed away, thereby removing the vital purpose 
in theiy existence. There seems, however, little evictee. • t f 
decline, the oldest fraternities and guilds seem to be ear¬ 
ned on enthusiastically bv each succeeding generation, hi 
fact, all those organizations which are international in 
scope, have an ever-expanding field of usefulness and sc •- 
vice. Purely local or “freak” societies may have their lit¬ 
tle hour and pass away, but any society which *us for a 
purpose the linking up of the peoples of the world has :n 


One branch of the League of Nations, which appears to 
grow steadily in strength is the International Labor or¬ 
ganization. This is not an administrative body, but acts 
in an advisory capacity, assembling statistics and infor¬ 
mation on industrial matters of world-wide importance 
It has been greatly strengthened by the recent , admission 
of four new members, United States, Russia, Afghanistan 
and Ecuador. The only industrial area of importance which 
is not now a member is. Egypt and even that country is 
unofficially represented. 

At the 1935 session of the International Labor Confer¬ 
ence, one of the major questions for consideration will be 
unemployment among young persohs. This has assumed 
proportions so serious that all nations are concerned. The 
failure of adolescents to find their proper place in life is 
recognized as the most tragic and dangerous aspect of the 
depression with danger to society as a whole, apart from 
the disastrous moral effect. 

Statistics from various countries of Europe, show that 
even in the least depressed nations, the youth problem 
of grave concern. In Denmark, out of a total 129,307 un¬ 
employed, over 36000 were under twenty-five years and 
19,000 were between 18 and 22 years. In Norway, out of 
75,000 unemployed, 20,000 were between 18 and 24 years. 
In Sweden out of 179,50? unemployed, about 33 per cent 
were between 18 and 24. Germany has over 1,000,000 
young people unemployed, and Britain shows 120,(8)0 
young people between 11 and 18 years, have neither work 
nor prospect of work. Generally speaking, a canvass of 
the European countries shows,that about 30 per cent, of 
all unemployed are those between the ages of 15 and 25. 

Members from the various nations who will meet at the 
Labor Conference will suggest means for a world wide 
attack on this problem, which if allowed to remain un¬ 
solved, will be a menace to the'Vsocial peace and stability 
of the whole world. 

A partial remedy has been suggested in the reduction 
of hours of labor. This year a proposed forty hour week 
was presented to all countries but the proposal was not 
accepted. 


A LITTLE SELF ANALYSIS 


Now that the Canadian public is in the midst of the 
sport of crucifying the chain stores, it might be well for 
the people to apply a little self-analysis to themselves, it 
is self evident that the chain stores or no other stores 
could exist and prosper were it not for the patronage of 
people. So far as the world has progressed up to now, 
public psychology takes the buyers where they can get the 
most of what they want for the lowest expenditure. The 
concerns that most successfully meet that condition get 
the volume of trade. When times are good it is fairly easy 
to observe a reasonable code of ethics; but when the pinch 
comes like during this depression, the screws are tighten¬ 
ed a little bit here and there, for when one man is fighting 
against another for promotion, and promotion rests upon 
his ability to show profits. The large corporations lend 
themselves to financial domination, but their organization 
expenses are higher than those of the private merchant 
As H. H: Stevens told a gathering of retailers in Toronto, 
it is not likely that all the evils in present day merchandis¬ 
ing are confined within the boundaries of the department¬ 
al and chain store corporations, and it is up to businesr 
in general to clean house. It is obvious the duty of the gov¬ 
ernments to provide a regulating influence for merchan¬ 
dising so that- the power of money cannot force the small 
man into unfair competition; but we know of no method 
whereby the public can be destrained from buying where 
they can buy the most advantageously, and after all, it is 
the buyers who really govern the situation.—Claresholm 
Press. 


OBSERVING THE LEAGUE 


An American writer, after visiting the League of Na¬ 
tions in action, concludes his comments wjth the following 
thoughts, given in the New York Times: 

“But the questiorv-that fills one’s mind as the train bears 
one away across the neat Swiss countryside is not that, 
but a very different one, “How did Europe ever get along 
in the modem world without the League?” For if the 
League, having refused to grant China her old seat on the 
Council in favor of Turkey, thus leaving, a vast section 
ef Asia unrepresented, having been polite but. unimpress¬ 
ed with South America even though two countries were 
holding a war there in direct contradiction of the coven¬ 
ant’s aims, is obviously growing more and more of a 
European affair, it is also growing more and more useful 
to Europe.” 

“These last few years have been so difficult that many 
people hkve believed the League could not stand another 
blow. Yet in spite of having been defied and deserted by 
Japan and Germany, in spite of having lost Brazil, so that

Oragv in New Democracy (New York) 
October 15, 1934.

The 
total amount would be nppi'ed to sub¬ 
sidizing such things as the consumer 
both heeds and wants, instead of, as

provide for a compromise or an ex¬ 
tension' of time or a scheme of ar J 
rangement in relation to a debt owing 
to a secured creditor, or in relation to 
a debt owing to a person who has ac¬ 
quired movable or immovable proper¬ 
ty subject to a right t of redemption, 
but in that event the concurrence of 
the secured creditor or such person, 
shall be required, except in the case 
of a proposal formulated and con¬ 
firmed by the Board of Review, 
which is the tribunal to which re¬ 
quest can be made when the efforts 
before the Official Receiver have 
proved abortive, the request to be 
made either by farmer or creditor. 

Three Quarters Approval 

When a ■proposal has been concurr¬ 
ed in by three quarters of the unse¬ 
cured creditors and by the secured 
creditors, it is approved by the court. 
Or when it has been formulated and 
confirmed by the Board of Review, the 
Court may order the farmer to exe¬ 
cute any mortgage or conveyance to 
give effect to the proposal. 

Stay of Proceedings 

When the farmer files a proposal 
with the official Receiver it acts as a 
stay of proceedings and no action can 
be taken against the farmer for 60 
days from date of filing.' But from 
date of filing all property of the far¬ 
mer is under the authority of the 
court pending final disposition. 

Board of Review 

In each province is appointed a 
Board of Review, consisting of a 
judge of the Supreme Court of the 
province, and a commissioner to act 
for creditors, and one for debtors. 

When no proposal has been approv¬ 
ed by the creditors the Board of Re¬ 
view shall endeavor on application by 
the farmer or any creditor to formu¬ 
late an acceptable proposal to be sub¬ 
mitted to the creditors and debtor, 
and the Board shall consider repre¬ 
sentations on the part of those inter¬ 
ested. 

If any such proposal formulated by 
the Board is approved by the credi¬ 
tors and debtor, it shall be filed in the 
court and shall be binding on the deb¬ 
tor and all the creditors—secured and 
unsecured. 

If the creditors or debtor decline to 
approve a proposal so formulated the 
Board may nevertheless confirm it, 
in which case it shall be binding. The 
Board must baie its proposal on pres¬ 
ent and prospective capability of the 
debtor to perform prescribed obliga¬ 
tions. The Board may decline to for¬ 
mulate a proposal on grounds of un¬ 
fairness to either debtor or creditor. 
It may hear evidenefe to aid it in 
reaching conclusion.

WANTED 


Many farmers in different parts of 
this province are considering taking 
advantage of the Farmers-Creditors 
Arrangement Act to re-organize 
their affairs, with the hope of work¬ 
ing clear of the difficulties created in 
the past few years. 

The act was drafted to provide a 
simple and inexpensive machinery 
for all parties. The Bankruptcy Act 
of 1919, does not suit the present sit¬ 
uation so far as many are concerned, 
and is moreo\er expensive in opera¬ 
tion. 

The new act has provided machin¬ 
ery whereby— 

(a) Compromises or rearrange¬ 

ments may be effected of the debts of 
those farmers who are unable to pay 
but whose statements of affairs and 
general desire indicate hope of suc¬ 
cess. . . 

(b) Where the indebtedness is 
out of all proportion to the assets in 
order to make a fresh start the only 
reasonable course is to seek a Bank¬ 
ruptcy discharge, and the Act makes 
provision for an assignment at little 
expense to the farmer. 

A Fresh Start 

The legislation makes available to 
both sides the opportunity that there 
may be fair investigation of the true 
situation. This should mean a fresh 
start for the debtor, a otart which will 
mean that while he will still have ob¬ 
ligations these obligations will be so 
rearranged that he can face the fu¬ 
ture with confidence and be no longer 
in default. Each party must be pre¬ 
pared to deal reasonably with the 
other. A settlement is needed between 
debtor'and creditor and it must be 
made without destroying the basis 
of credit and confidence, and as well 
without undermining the basis of co¬ 
operation. 

..If, under the Act, the parties at 
their meeting cannot ag^ee then there 
is provision for appeal to a tribunal 
which can formulate a binding pro¬ 
posal basing it upon the ‘‘present and 
prospective capability of the debtor 
to perform the obligations prescribed 
and the productive value of the farm” 
(section 12). 

Procedure 

In every community there is ap¬ 
pointed an official receiver. J. L. Faw¬ 
cett of Macleod acts for this district. 
The farmer may go to this man and 
the official receiver will assist in pre¬ 
paring a statement of affairs and mak 
ing a proposal to the creditors, each 
creditor receiving a copy with notice 
of date and place pf meeting, in.or-

Act clearly sets forth that a petition 
under the Bankruptcy Act as against 
the farmer who has had such propos¬ 
al approved or confirmed can only be 
made following failure on the part of 
the farmer to carry out any of the 
terms of the proposal, and it most 
further be shown that such failure 
shall not be deemed an act of bank¬ 
ruptcy if in the opinion of the court 
such act was due to causes beyond the 
control of the farmer. 

Interest Rate 

The Act provides that whenever 
any rate of interest exceeding seven 
per cent, is stipulated for in any mort 
gage of farm real estate, if any per¬ 
son liable to pay the mortgage tend¬ 
ers or pays to the person entitled to 
receive the money, the amount owing 
on such mortgage and interest to the 
time of payment, together with three 
months’ further interest in lieu of no¬ 
tice, no interest shall after the ex¬ 
piry of the three month period be 
chargeable on recoverable in re¬ 
spect of the said mortgage at any 
rate in excess of 5 per cent.
